John Vernon of Clontarf, High Sheriff of the faid 
County, of the following Particulars : 

That, upon a Writ of Execution, iffued from the 
King’s Bench, and to the faid High Sheriff, directed 
for reftoring the Pofleffion of the Caftle of Breymore, 
and certain Lands thereto belonging, to one Mr. 
Tummin : That, upon the Sub-Sherift’s going down 
on the 7th Inftant to the faid Caftle, with proper 
Bailiffs and Officers for that Purpofe, in order to 
reftore Poffeffion, and upon his demanding an Entry 
into the faid Caftle, he was not only refufed the 
fame, by one James M‘Cullogh, commonly called 
Captain M‘Cullogh, who had aflociated a Number 
of riotous Perfons, arm'd with Guns, Blunderbufles, 
and Piftols, with other Weapons,’ with Store of Pro- 
vifions to withftand a Siege againft his Majefty’s faid 
Writ, and the faid Sheritt’s maha thereof, and 
in a contemptible Manner treated the faid Sheriff, 
and faid that he would maintain the Pofleflion of the 
faid Caftle againft all Sherifts and Writs whatfoever ; 
all which Particulars being by Letter cerified by the 
Sub-Sheriff to the High Sheriff, requefting bis imme- 
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diate Prefenee, and with fufficient Force, either by 
railing the Poile of the County, and by apply ing to 
the Government for Aid of the Army to execute his 
Mayelly’s faid Writ againt fo daring an Offender, 
whereupon the faid High Sheriff attended their Ex- 
Cellencies the Lords Juttices and General Pierce, to 
have a Party of the Standing Army in Readinefs, in 
cafe that by bis own Attendance, and that of the 





Poffe of the County could not enforce the faid Writ : 


Therctore, confidering how great a Reflection it 
would be to the County of Dublin in general, and 
to the High Sheriff's Character in particular, having 
been bred in his Majetty’s Service, and particularly 
in his Guards, and during his Time of being High 
Sheriff, and therefore being piqued in his Buty to 
his King, and in Honour that his Majefty’s Procets 
fhould not be executed within twelve Miies of the 
Face of the Government. Tam quam as a High 
Sheriff and Soldier, with a determined Refolution, 
not only to lay Siege to the faid Cattle, but to take 
in Perfon, cither by Storm or Blockade, in ftarving 
the Refifters, or never to quit the Spor, fince by the 
Second Statute of Weitminiter, he was not to muke a 
Return that he could not execute the Writ, as re- 
doufding to the Difhonour of the King: With this 
becoming Refolution, on the Sth Inftant the High 
Sheriff compleatly armed all his Servants, and fome 
Tenants, and went down to the faid Caitle, having 
by the Way fummoned the Pofle of Swords and other 
Villa's, from the Age of fifteen to fixty, to attend 
him the next Morning at Nine compleatly arm'd, 
and had fent before Mr. Johnion his Gaoler, with 
others his Bailifs, all well arm'd, and with Pick-axes 
and Crows, &c. proper for forcing a Paflage in the 
faid Caftle ; and likewife fenr Summons to his Sut« 
Sheriff to call in the neighbouring pte of the 
Peace with their Pofle, and to attend him at Two 
of the Clock that Afternoon, which being dons, 
upon the High Sheriff’s advancing near the Place, 
he took his Rod of Office into his Hand, and ordered 
all his Attendance to charge their Pieces, and to be 
ready to receive his further Orders in cafe of Re- 
fiftance: But, upon the Sub-Sheriff's, with other his 
Officers, going down again, peaceably to demand the 
Pofleffion, which inftead of being given, before they 
came to the Caftle they were faluted by a Volley of 
Shot from the Caftle, fo that an Engagement began, 
and continued to the Number of fifty Shots on both 
Sides ; but as the Refifters fhot out of Spike Holes 
above Stairs in the Caftle, where, according as the 
Sheriff had before directed, his Officers plied their 
Shot, fo that the Refifters could not look out to 
take any certain Level at the Officers of the Sheriff, 
fo that amongft alf the Shots they received no Da- 
mage i but during the fame, Mr. Joknfon the Gaoler 
broke with Crows and Pickeaxesinto the Caftle (the 
faid M‘Cullogh the Captain Governor, and one 
O Neal, having before got out of aback Window of 
the Caftle) fo thofe that remain’d in the Caftle were 
taken Prifoners, fome of them wounded, and one of 
them ah rang we to be mortal by a Shot in the 
Groin. Upon the Entry into the Caftle, the Doors 
were found to be barricadoed very ftrongly with 
Timber and Garden Rowling-flones fix’d im the 
Ground : There were found in the Caftle, Blunder- 
buffes, Firelocks, Swords, and other Arms ; but they 
had fpent all their Powder during the Atrack: There 
were likewife found in the Caftic, live Geefe, Sheep, 
Barrels of Flour and Water, with other Provifions 
to ftand a Siege ; for whereas a {mall Rivulet chat 
run thro’ the Caftie, and the Communication being 
cut off, they were under a Neceffity of prefervin 
the Water in Barrels upon fuch a determined 
Refolution to ftand a Siege againft the Sheriff with 
the King’s Writ: But now an Entry being made 
and Pofleflion being taken, the High Sheriff 
having gotten Intelligence where the faid M‘Cul- 
longh and O Neal were flown to, he immediatel 
order’d his Attendants to befet the Houfe, and to 
fuffer no Perfon to go in or out, till he came tothe 
Place with Mr. Cottiagton and Mr. Judge, two of 
his Majefty’s Juftices of the Peace, who with their 
Pofle well arm’d, upon the Sheriff's Summons, at- 
tended upon the Occafion, and finding the Refiftance 
that had been made, and Perfons wounded thereby, 
fo upon their coming up to the faid Houfe in fre 
Purfuit, and de ing the Doors to be o but 
inftead thereof mecting with great Re 
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in their View, ordered the Doors tobe broke, which 
the High Sherif by his Officers did, and afcer much 
featching found the faid nominal Captain M‘Cullogh, 
and the faidO Neal hid in a Loft behind a Chimney, 
from whence being pulled by the Heels, the High 
Sheriff ran in with his Piftol in his Hand, and feized 
him, and protected him from his Officers, being cn- 
raged from the Dangers they had undergone : After 
this be handed him toa Carr, and was his Guard to 
the Houfe called the Warr, from whence he fent 
himethat Nig together with his travelling Lady 
(who hd bravely ftood all the Fires) and Mr. O Neal 
and others, under a ftrong Guard by Mr. Johnfon 
and other Balliffs well arm’d, to his Majelty’s Gaol at 
Killmainham: And we hear, that the High Sheriff 
has reported the feveral Facts to the Lords Juftices 
for his Majefty’s Pleafure therein. Thus we have 

iven as brief an Accofint as we could of the Siege, 
Storm, and taking of the Caftle of Breymore, with 
the-famous Mr. M‘Cullogh Governor thereof, who 
prefumed, and in Contempt of th: Law and his King, 
to withehold the fame by Force of Arms againft his 
Majefty's Writ of Rettitution, therefore refer the 
Conduct and Courage of the High Sheriff and his 
Officers, as an Example to future High Sheriffs upon 
like Occafions, and to receive fuch Commendations as 
roy Readers fhall think they jultiy deferve, and from all 
Perions that are Lovers of their Country and Laws ;
